‘West Germany 
Ration Raised 


BERLIN, Oct. 9.—(BUP)—More 
than 2,500,000 Germans in the three 
blockaded western sectors of Ber- 
lin were informed today that their 
basic ration will be increased 200 
calories a day because of the Berlin 
airlift. 

The increase will bring the Ger- 
man ration in the western sectors 
up to the mark between 1,900 and 
2,000 calories promised by all four 
occupying powers last June 16, be- 
fore the Soviet blockade began. 

The increase will go into effect 
Nov, 1, It was hailed as a smash- 
ing victory over Russia in the cold 
war. The Russians have been un- 
able to meet the June 16 pledge 
in their sector, where only occa- 
sional isolated increases have been 
extended,

Sixty Days May 
Decide China War 


NANKING, Oct. 9.—(AP)— 
China's civil war mey be settled 
within 60 days, 

This does not mean the evil 
war will end by that time, But 
competent observers here are 
agreed that the victories and de- 
feats between now and the time 
winter sets in are likely to deter- 
mine whether the forces of Chiang 
Kal-Shek or Mao Tze-Tung will 
eventually control all China north 
of the Yangtze river. 

These observers agreed that an- 
other defeat such as that at Tsinan 
may start a wave of defections by 
already jittery National armies 
which would throw the whole bal- 
ance of power in favor of the Com- 
munists, 

They also agreed that a single 
decisive victory by the govern- 
ment's froces would break the 
myth of Communist super-strength 
and resore confidence vital to the 
throwing of Communist forces out 
of north China, 

On paper National forces are 
capable of wresting all fronts from 
the Communists with the possible 
exception of east China,

If someone misses an easy shot, 
there is immediately a gentle 
murmur of commiseration A 
lucky stroke is hailed vociferously 
as a prodigy of prowess 

And when the set is over, the 


losers come bounding over the 


net to pump the hands of the win-

Did you ever see the losers in 
a bridge game jump over the 
table to congratulate their oppon- 
ents’ 

Nor did I

Friends 

I have seen people jump over a 
bridge table, of course. But it 
was for purposes of mayhem 
rather than for purposes of good-

That is why I firmly believe 
some new rules should be made

Govt. Control Not 


Answer to Charity 

Editor, Bulletin—During every 
appeal made to the public, for 
help in maintaining the various 


types of welfare service which 
are being principally financed in 
that way, ‘he question is often 
asked if it is not an impractical 
method of service, would it not 
be better if such things were pro- 
vided for through governmental 
subsidy, Many Community Chest 
canvassers face that question just 
now. May I, through your col- 
umns reply to such suggestions. 

It would certainly be less incon- 
venient for most of us, if all Wel- 
fare Service were taken over 
completely by governmental au- 
thority, as far as finances are 
concerned, Just think of the 
more than three thousand men 
and women who now offer their 
services on an entirely voluntary 
basis to help with such services— 
how much more convenient it 
would be for them to use their 
energies in other, less arduous 
ways, And think too, of the doz- 
ens of people who are employed 
by Welfare services, and who now 
think nothing of working well 
past the alloted eight hours per 
day, when necessity requires. 
These people are doing these 
things, not for the money they 
receive, because salaries in Wel- 
fare work are never large, No, 
they are doing it because they 
receive a great personal satisfac- 
tion—something money can never 
buy—something which cannot be 
paid for in dollars — something 
within them spurs their efforts, 
the feeling of doing something for 
others less fortunate. 

But supposing governments 
took over all Welfare work, What 
then? By the very nature of its 
authority from we citizens, a gov- 
ernment is bound about by regu- 
lations. Its various departments 
are required to stay within the 
limits of certain rules, It could 
not be otherwise. To qualify for 
governmental! help in those fields 
in which it is now available, each 
person so applying must be pre- 
pared to give up certain prescrib- 
ed financial limitations —if you 
receive a pension you must be 
close to destitution—if a child is 
to be raised through government- 
al help, it may be turned over to 
that authority completely. 

Similar rules would have to be 
drawn up to regulate the many 
Welfare services, which are now 
provided freely through volunteer 
gifts and services, Now, the prin- 
cipa] requisite is NEED. The 
main difference between the two 
forms of administration is that 
one must of necessity be control- 
led through the head—the other 


is largely a matter of the heart. 
Feelings are not subject to regu- 
lation usually—if you see a sick 
animal, you want to help it, if you 
can, If a child is hurt you try 
to relieve its suffering — when 
others need your assistance you 
give it, loan your lawn mower— 
offer the use of your car—your 
own personal service. There can 
be no happiness in helping others 
if it becomes a regulated thing. 
There can be no “Golden Rule” 
if it becomes necessary first to 
secure a governmental decree to 
perform a helpful act. 

Governmental control of all 
services has an alluring appear- 
ance of idealism, but sometimes 
it becomes necessary to hold out 
for personal rights and the oppor- 
tunity for personal happiness, 
without regulations as to when 
you may be happy, what you may 
do, whom you may help, In our 
way of life the help of individuals 
to the needy is not only much 
more practical from a dollars 
and cents angle, but it provides 
the giver with even greater help 
than he who receives—a benefit 
for which there can be no substi- 
tute, such as the payment of a 
higher tax impost — a_ benefit 
which provides a deep feeling of 
inner satisfaction, Governmental 
administration and help has its 
place, but not if it is at the ex- 
pense of personal pride—of per- 
sona] endeavour—of personal in- 
terest.

Did you read that speech by the 
Assistant State Secretary, Charles 
E. Saltzman, at the University of 
New Hampshire in which he em- 
ployed the language of shirt- 
sleeve diplomacy in dealing with 
Russia? 

Saltzman declared that “The 
eyes of the American people 
should now be fully opened.” He 
said the real aim of the Russians 
“is world domination through the 
instrumentality of Communism,” 
and that “They will stoop to any 


stratagem of coercion, subterfuge, - 


duplicity or double dealing that 
serves their purpose.” 

He maintained that the aims 
and methods of the Soviet rulers 
“are a direct threat to the na- 
tional security of the United 
States.” The United States seeks 
peace with Russia, he added, and 
the state department wil! proceed 


“on the assumption that it is pds-« 


sible” to avoid war, although it 
“may not be possible.” 

John Hightower, Associated 
Press diplomatic expert, cites this 
speech. as one evidence that the 
United States appears to be cast- 
ing aside the last restraint in its 
propaganda war with Russia, 

So the kid gloves finally are 
off. Well, that’s all to the good 
because, strange though it seems, 
there are many well-meaning folk 
in the United States and in the 
Other democracies who don't yet 
realize that the Communists are 


out to destroy their way of life 
and substitute Communism. In 
order to achieve this they will re- 
sort to any methods, as witness 
this quotation from the sayings 
of Lenin himself, repeated by 
Stalin: 

“A Communist must be pre- 
pared to make every sacrifice and 
if necessary, even resort to all 
sorts of schemes and strategems, 
employ illegitimate methods, con- 
ceal the truth, in order to get into 
the trade unions, stay there and 
conduct the revolutionary work 
within—we say that our morality 
is entirely subordinated to the in- 
terest of the class struggle of 
the proletariat.” 

Every day this creed is typified 
by Communist activities in all 
countries, For example, the 
French Communists have given 
werning that they will oppose 
France's war effort in event of 
conflict with Russia, Said the 
party's political bureau: 

“The French people will never 
wage war against the Soviet Un- 
ion.” 

There we have the old, old 
story: A Communist, no matter 
what his birthright, is a citizen 
of Red Russia. His orders come 
from the Kremlin. 

So a debunking policy would be 
rendering a vast service to de- 
mocracy. An ounce of debunk- 
ing now may be worth a ton of 
high explosive later on,

August—The holiday month— 
usually shows a decline in United 
Kingdom exports, but this year 
the decline was much smaller 
than between July and August 
in efther 1946 or 1947, Overseas 
trade returns published Septem- 
ber 21 show that in August the 
volume of United Kingdom ex- 
ports was about 33 per cent 
(against July's 49 per cent) above 
the 1938 level. But after allowing 
for the shorter working month— 
two working days less than July 
the decline in the export volume 


in August is only about 4 per cent 
below July’s volume, Exports of 
United Kingdom goods in August 
were valued at £130,500,000 ($422, 
000,000) and re-exports at £4, 
200,000 ($16,800,000), while imports 
(which include insurance and 
freight charges) totalled £113, 
800,000 ($695,200,000) —- £ 11,800,~ 
000 ($47,200,000) below July and 
lower than any month since Feb- 
ruary. 

Over 100,000 people including 
thousands of visitors from’ every 
part of the world saw the final 
curtain drop on the International 
Festival of Music and Drama at 
Edinburgh. This concluded three 
crowded+ weeks of artistic events 
of the highest standard which 
brought to Edinburgh performers 
of world renown, The square 
mile forming the centre. of Edin- 
burgh has been during that 
time the art centre of the world.

This was the opinion expressed 
by Frederick Wakeman, author of 
the critique of modern day high- 
pressure advertising, The Huck- 
sters, on a round table radio ses- 
sion recently. 

Said Mr, Wakeman, “really there's 
nothing wrong with 
American radio except 
some of the noises that 
come out of it.” 

“Those raucous nois- 
es are there because 
the hucksters have got- 
ten control of radio. 


“The responsibility 
for commercial  pro- 
grams,”* according to 


Mr. Wakeman, “is in the wrong 
hands. The sponsor is the judge, 
the censor and the boss, 

“The sad truth is that the people 
who should be the creators of radio, | 


nothing but salesmen responsible 
to their sponsors who buy the time 
and cram it with shows and com- 
mercials of their own liking.” 


CITES EARLY JOURNALS 


By way of anology, Mr. Wakeman 
said in his discussion of radio that 
when American magazines and) 
newspapers first discovered they| 
had valuable space for advertisers, 
they accepted any quack remedy} 
that paid the bills. 

“They puffed their advertisers’ 
products in their news columns, But! 
they painfully learned that Barn- 
um's theory of the spending class 
won't work on Main street forever. 

“In order to live and prosepr, 
they found that they hac to serve) 


the public, not the advertisers. | 
“So that today our magazines and| 
newspapers are almost completely) 
divorced from advertising’s former 
alliance which js radio's greatest 
curse, 
LISTENERS FIRST | 
“Since advertising’s chief interest 
ls in products, it should not be 
;permitted to control the program 
materiale of radio, whose chief in- 


terest must be not in cusomers| 
but in listeners 
“Writers, performers, directors 


should not be forced to go on a’ 


manufactur’s payroll to earn their 
bread, People not sales, should be 
their first interest, Then when the 
programs belong to the propor 


leditors, then radio is in a position 


to cut out commercial excesses, in- 
cluding those growls, grunts, 
squeaks, whistles and jingle's 
which outrage the ear. 

“Commercials then can be sold 
to the advertisers on a dignified, 
properly controlled basis that 
would protect the program, not 
destroy it. 


HOME TOWN TALENT 

“Another thing I would dearly 
love to see,” continued Mr. Wake- 
man, is more local home-town 
radio, more home-town talent, more 
forums whittled down to one- 
station size. 

“Why shouldn't a local station 
have a voice as well as four call 
letters? Why shouldn't it try to 
better the communiy life as well 
as play hot records and pipe in 
network comedians?” 

Enough for Mr, Wakeman, 

On the same broadcast, C. J 
Durr, a member of the Federal 
Communications Commission ra- 
dio's governing body in the US. 
had this to say. 

SEES SHORTCOMINGS 

“If we test radio in terms of its 
moral as well as its clearly defined 
legal responsibilities, I say that Am- 


jerican radio as operated today falls 


far short of serving the public in- 
terest. The very magnificence of 
some radio programs - and the 
heights to which radio has risen on 
big occasions—proves that it has 
within itself the power to be con- 
sistently far better than it is. 
“Where ‘hen does the tvouble lie? 
“In my opinion,” continued Mr. 


/Durr, “it lies basically in the fact | 


that the best creative forces in the 
industry are constantly suppressed 
or frittered away in artistic boon- 
doggling. It lies in the philosophy 
expressed frankly by the official of 
one of our large advertising ag- 
encies, and I quote him, “Those 
three minutes of sales messages are 
the reason for putting the program 
on the air.

“There must be a better reason 
for putting a program on the air if 


the writers are to give the best

“Radio, instead of being an Instru- | 
ment of public service, supported 
by advertising, has become pre- 
dominantly an advertising medium 
dominated by the thinking as well 
as the money of advertisers.”

Recently the auditorium enthusiasts made applica- 
tion to the city for a grant of land on Kingsway. After 
considerable discussion the application was passed along 
to the Town Planning commission. 

“If the city won't give us this property we're pre- 
pared to buy it,” my informant assured me. That seems 
fair enough. Or does it?

Patience is Necessary 


With Timid Children 


Several persons wrote letters to the column wan 
to help the mother whose baby was 80 yoo | timid. 
Mrs. F. B. wrote, in my estimation, the most helpful letter, 
because she stressed the fact that because timidity around 
the age of one year or two years is natural, it is certain 
be outgrown no matter what one does. 


She writes, “I have seen so many 
parents who were annoyed and em- 
barrassed because their children 
acted shy around people, or be- 
cause they wouldn't go on rides at 
parks or carnivals and | would like 
to counsel them to have patience, 
fn a few months, presumably, the 
shy introvert will be the brash, 
noisy extrovert. 

“Until my son was 15 months of 
age he would ‘go’ to anyone. Then, 
all of a sudden, he wouldn't et 
anyone touch him, he cried if we 
got on a bus, he would not go to 
anyone's home and hung around my 
neck and hid his face from 
strangers. 

“1 helped him by getting him 
booka about children who enjoyed 
riding on buses, or going to parks 
or zoos, [ explained how every- 
thing worked and why people did 
certain things, I told him how 
much fun it was to visit and the 
different things we would see in 
people's homes, including the pets, 
In about six months all his shyness 
was gone, At 3% he is interested 
in everything and likes people 
very much, 

I have seen parents spank their 
children for not wanting to go on 
merry-go-round rides and have 
seen a father annoyed because his 
daughter clung to him, Let them 
relax and wait until children are 
ready for such experiences. It's #0 
short a time unti) they grow up.”
